•'The preservation of the public health 


demands that, the pure food law -be 
strengthened," said Dr. Wiley. "There is 
no reason, for instance, why the labels 
on canned goods should not show plainlj 
the date each can of food was prepared 
The manufacturers have protested that 
this would be- unjust because of the ex 
pense, yet it is beyond question tha 
most manufacturers do actually put tn 
] 


date in cipher on every label for canned- 
food for their own guidance when a gro- 
cer complains that the 
contents 
arc 


spoiled and demands "that they be taken 
back. Such goods are returnable if the 
'cipher date is not too far back. 
The 


manufacturers want to know, for the 
protection of their .business, when their 
products are canned, but they do not 
want the people to know. The cost of 
printing the .date in readable characters 
would be insignificant,'of course, com- 
pared with the benefit that would result 
to the people, and to which they are en- 
titled.

tions as to uses of patent medicines are 
permitted.

entirely upon severe weather. With this 
condition existing up to this time, indi 
cations are that the money to be paie 
out for the county's poor will be les 
for the entire winter.

Seattle, Wash.. Xov. 13.—Bernard S. 


Rodey, United States district attorney 
at Nome, who is now in Seattle, was one 
of the first advocates if not the orig- 
mator of the latest and most striking 
plan for the regulation of trusts ami 
the sale of trust controlled products—a 
court of maximum prices. 


Mr. Kodey was delegate in congress 


from Xev Mexico from 1900 to 
H'OG. 


Later he was federal judge in Porto 
Rico and a little more than a year ago 
was appointed United States attorney 
at Xome. 
Judge Itodey is one of the 


best informed men on territorial law in 
the country. 


More than a year ago he wrote an 


article on the court of maximum prices 
and circulated it privately. 
Recently 


tire plan which he advocated then and 
which had been-in his mind for years, 
has attracted national attention. 


Judge Rodey believes that 
business 


combinations are necessary and that tin 
old saying that "competition is the life 
of trade" is a fallacy. He also believes 
in a high tariff. 
In order to keep the 


avaricious trusts within bounds, he pro- 
poses to have a high court or a com- 
mission set the maximum price on the 
commodities controlled by them. 


"Everybody knows that this is a 'bil- 


lion-dollar country' and that we must 
have a billion dollars of revenues," said 
Judge Rodey, at the Arctic club. 
"To 


attempt to raise the money by direct 
taxation would result in a revolution. 
Experience has shown that the best way 
to raise the money is by u tariff. 


How the Trusts Came. 


"A few years ago the moneyed men 


discovered that the raising 
of 
tariff 


schedules did not increase their profits, 
because, when a line of business 
was 


very profitable money flowed into it and 
there was n great deal of competition. 
The,moneyed interests then organized ir 
control the output and prices. Compel!

avarice. So avarice increased profits hj 
increasing prices. Soon it became a (pie? 
tion not of what a; commodity or a serv 
ice was worth, but 'What will the tariiT 
bear':' or 'How much can we gel for it?' 


"To such an extent did the. profits in- 


crease that boards of directors became 
ashamed and concealed the vast earn- 
ings by watering the stock. The increase 
in capital stock for a time deceived the 
public into the belief that moderate divi- 
dends on such increases were legitimate. 
These higher prices called, the attention 
of.the consumers to the. increased cost of 
living and caused a widespread dissalis- 


' faction at the economic conditions. 


. "We need a. commissioner or a court to 


fix maximum prices fur'" the. interstate 
sale of trust-controlled 
raw materials 


fl.nd manufactured products in this na- 
tion. The .very suggestion, of this-rem- 
edy instantly shocks the, commercial sen- 
sibilities of political economists. 
But 


why should it do'-so?

would be, legal. 


Might Amend Constitution. 


."Interstate commerce is-under the con- 


.trol -of- congress' under the constitution, 
hence -we liave the interstate commerce 
commission and the 'courts of commerce. 
Should it transpire that the 'courts

prices as' I have suggested is'contrary to 
oiir, organic law. even then the obstacle

Although the government has helil out 


no fnlfe hopes in regard to what 
mation and irrigation would accomplish, j 
the results in ail cases have been good 
and in many eases far fccjond the expec- 
tations of tDose wno were looking for 
great things from this work. \Vhcre one 
stalk of corn or wheat Has been antici- 
pated in the reclaimed lands of the WCM 
the government, in ninety-nine rases out 
of a hundred, has seen its one stalk 
spring into life and blossom; but 
in 


some places it has been surprised l« find 
two stalks growing wiiere uuly one had 
been expected. 


It is possible that at some future day, 


•when this country is more thickly set- 
tled than at present, the irrigation work 
now being done will help to prevent tin- 
droughts and consequent famines from 
•which foreign countries often.have been 
Bucli terrible sufferers. 


Reclamation work in the United States 


has been largely one of solving engineer- 
ing problems. Only a week ago Secre- . 
tary Fisher attended a meeting of rccln- I 
mation engineers in Boise, Idaho, where 
questions dealing with future plans of 
work on the Payette-Boise project were 
discussed. The Arrow Rock dam on this 
project will be the highest in the world, 
towering 350 feet above the valley in 
which :t is to be constructed. It will be 
higher by twenty-four feet 
than the 


Shoshone dam in Wyoming nnd will be 
the largest in cubic contents yet cou- 


• Btructed bV'the reclamation service. 


The Arrow Rock dam will contain 


600,000 cubic yards 
of 
material, as 


against 340,000 in the Roosevelt dam in 
Arizona and 69,000 in the Shoshone dam, 
which is high, but narrow. It will take 
live years to complete the dam. 
To 


carry on the work the government will 
have to build seventeen miles of stand- ' 
ard gauge railroad up u canyon, 
dig 


down ninety feet to get rock bottom for 
the dam, and keep going a town in 
which 1,000 to 1,500 workmen will live 
during construction. 
When fully de- 


veloped the Payette-Boise project will 
reclaim 423,000 acres. 


Secretary Fisher inspected also the 


Minidoka project, in Southern 
Idaho, 


.and discussed with the farmers in that 
section some of the questions they arc 
trying to solve. The, secretary has been 
visiting projects in all stages of con- 
structiofi^so as to be able to deal by 


•rt«^—-TTOTS of first band information with 
.^-•aiijnrrigHtion problems which may pre- 


sent, themselves to him. He has recently 
-.gone over .some where the work lisis 
"'just begun, and over others where rich 
results are being reaped. The Minidoka

rca,dy for entry in 1907. It was to set 
tie some questions which arise after set

And where men have worked the re 


•Eulta often have been c-.iirvelous. Profit 
have varied much. But the reclamatio 
service is ready to prove that net proli 
have run to more, than S300 an acre— 
and this on fairly good sized farms— 


• while it can point to at least one ex- 
ample of small scale intensive farming 
where a little tract of one and a quar- 
ter acres brought its owner one yenr 
6780 an acre gross, or nearly $SOO net 
profit. This was nn apple orchard. 


The government, however, does not as- 


tert that these high figures can 
he 


reached by any settler anywhere, even 
with the hardest work. U the average 
farmer clears a profit of ?50 to $100 an 
acre he is-doing well. With a farm of 
fortv or eighty acres, the usual units of 
.Bize'on the irrigated lands, a farmer is 
expected to make several thousand dol- 
lars clear profit-.
